“Overseas we used frequently to 

hear that.song “There’s’a long, long 

trail awinding into the land of. my 
dreams,’. The 'G.W.V.A, are determ- 

ined that this Dominion of ours shall 

“be the land of our dreams, the land 

we have hoped for, the land we are. 
prepared to live and strive for, We 


realize that it is no easy road we havela 


to travel that will bring ‘us ‘to. our 
goal. Through iron sacrifice of body; 
Will and soul alone can we reach it— 
there’ is but one road.” ‘ 


These noble and inspiring words 
are just what was to be expected from 
the leader of that brave and gallant 
body of men who fought for and sav-
